On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Evans,  Jas.  D.  Corcoran  was  unani- 


mously elected  Chairman  for  the  current  session,  and  Messrs.  Kernan 
and  Evans  were  appointed  to  cooduct  the  Chairman  to  his  desk 
which  having  been  done, 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Tiffany,  Mr.  Ehodes  was  elected  Eeading  Clerk 
for  the  session. 

Mr.  Smith  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  new  Jails  be  erfcted  at  eech  the  cities  of  Rome  and  Utica, 
substantially  of  the  form,  kind,  and  manner  indicated  in  the  plan  aud  estimates 
jirepared  by  A.  I.  Simmon®,  archi  ect ; the  details  of  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Commit'ee  appointed  on  the  21st  Dec.  last,  and  to  be  so  constiucted  in 
accordance  with  the  lesoiutiocs  of  the  last  Board  of  Supervisors,  passed  Jan.  8, 
1881,  and  recorded  on  pages  109  and  110,  of  the  Journal  of  said  session. 

After  debate  thereon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Penfield,  the  same  was 
laid  on  the  table. 


Mr.  Cwens,  from  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  Annual  Session 
to  make  certain  repairs  to  the  jails,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  concurred  in  : ■ 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Oneida^  County : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  County  Jails  in  and  for 
Oneida  Ccuntv,  respectfully  report,  that  upon  visitation  to  the  Jails  situated 
at  Utica  and  Rome,  f^nd  a careful  inspection  and  consideration  of  the  same.have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  expenditure  of  any  momy  on  the  repairs  of  the 
old  buildings  would  not  be  judicious  ( i*  wise,  as  the  present  construction  of  the 
Jails  will  not  admit  of  alterations  to  comply  with  the  Statute  in  regal’d  to  County 
Jails. 

Your  Committee  after  due  consideration  would  therefore  recommend  the  con- 
struction of  new  Jails  at  both  Utica  and  Rome.  And  the  active  members  of 
3'our  Committee,  Owens  and  Walling,  visited  the  Jails  at  Auburn,  Rochester 
and  Buffalo,  wi  h a view  of  obtaining  practical  plans  for  the  construction  of 
modern  Jails.  And  that  the  Boc^rd  may  act  inrelligenlly,  have  caused  ground 
plans  and  estimated  cost  of  the  same  to  be  made  for  new  Jails  to  comply  with 
ihe  Statute. 
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Yolir  Committee  further  recommend  the  construction  of  celts  of  siifTicieat. 
number  and  size  to  keep  prisoners  in  solitary  confinement,  as  we  of  the 
opinion  that  it  will  lessen  tlie  number  of  prisoners  and  be  beneficial  to  those 
confined.  ^ 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  Simmons,  architect,  submitted  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
erection  of  two  new  .Jails,  which  he  had  prepared  under  direction 
of  the  Committee  upon  Repairs,  which  were  examined  by  the  Board, 
and  Mr.  Simmons  was  heard  in  explanation  of  the  same  and  the 
probable  cost  of  their  construction. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  statement  Mr.  R.  W.  Evans  submitted 
the  following  :

the  Sessions. 


The  .lurors  for  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  and  for  the  body  of 
the  County  of  Oneida,  report  that,  as  they  are  ad  nsed,  the  laws  of  this  State 
require  that  each  County  Prison  or  Jail  shall  contain  a sufficient  number  of 
rooms,  for  the  confinement  of  persons  committed  on  criminal  process,  and  de- 
tained for  trial,  separately  and  distinct  from  prisoners  under  seuteoce. 

Tnat prisoners  committed  on  criminal  processes  and  detamod  for  trial,  and 
persons  committei  for  contempt,  or  upon  civil  process,  shall  be  kqi^  in  rooms 
separate  and  distinct  from  those  in  which  persons  committed  and  under  sentence 
shall  be  confined;  and  on  no  pretense  whatever  shall  prisoners  detained  for  trial,

or  persons  committed  for  contempt,  or  upon  civil  process,  be  kept  or  put  in  the 
same  room  with  convicts  under  sentence. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  keepers  of  the  said  prisons  to  keep  the  pris- 
oners committed  to  their  charge,  so  far  as  may  be  practical,  separate  and  distinct 
from  each  other,  and  to  prevent  all  communication  between  said  prisoners. 

That  prisoners  under  sentence  shall  not  be  permitted  to  hold  any  conversation 
with  any  persons,  except  the  keepers  or  inspectors  of  the  prison,  unless  in  the 
presence  of  a keeper  or  inspector. 

And,  finally,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  keeper  of  each  County  Prison  to  cause 
f'ach  prisoner  under  sentence,  except  such  as  are  under  sentence  of  death,  to  be 
kepi  constantly  employed,  at  hard  labor,  when  practicable,  during  every  day  ex- 
cept Sunday.  And  the  undersigned  further  respectfully  report,  that  in  pursu- 
ance of  their  duty,  as  members  of  the  Grand  Jury,  in  and  for  the  County  of 
Oneida,  at  this  session  pf  the  Court,  they  yesterday  examined  the  old  jail  on 
Mohawk  street,  in  Utica,  and  found  that  it  is  not  constructed  in  compliance  with 
the  law  as  above  stated,  and  on  the  contrary,  its  cells  and  wards  are  so  arranged 
as  to  render  it  impracticable  for  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  law  relating  to  persons,  whether  confined  on  civil  or  crimi- 
nal processes.  That  the  said  jail  contains  four  wards,  with  cells  opening  into 
them;  that  one  of  these  wards  is  used  for  the  imprisonment  of  women,  and  in  it 
are  placed  together  these  women  or  girls  consigned  to  the  jail  for  violation  of 
law.  whether  for  intoxication  or  prostitution;  that  two  of  the  other  wards  are 
used  for  the  confinement  of  those  under  sentence  for  crimes  of  various  degrees, 
together  with  others  awaiting  trial;  that  there  are  nine  cells,  opening  into  each 
of  these  wards,  which  were  designed  for  the  occupation  at  night  of  one  inmate 
only,  but  frequently,  as  we  are  informed,  they  are  occupied  by  two;  and  in  the 
daytime  the  prisoners  congregate  together  in  these  wards,  rendering  it  not  only 
impossible  for  the  Sheriff  to  keep  them  separate,  but  impossible  to  prevent  con- 
versation between  them,  and  so  constructed  that  the  prisoners  herd  together  and 
teach  and  encourage  each  other  in  crime,  to  punish  which  costs  this  County  a 
large  amount  of  taxation.  These  wards  are  school  houses  for  the  dissemination  of 
vice,  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  which  are  supported  free  of  charge  by  the 
County  of  Oneida.  In  these  wards  the  prisoners  spend  their  days  in  playing 
cards,  singing  and  conversation. 

The  fourth  and  remaining  ward  in  the  jail  is  called  the  debtors’  ward,  and  its 
use,  according  to  law,  should  be  limited  to  debtors,  or  those  confined  on  civil 
process;  but  when  the  other  wards  are  taxed  beyond  their  capacity  the  overplus 
is  crowded  into  the  debtors’  ward,  contrary  to  law  and  morality. 

We  respectfully  suggest  that  this  jail  should  be  remodeled,  or  that  additions  be 
made  thereto,  and  its  interior  arranged  in  such  a manner  as  to  conform  to  the 
law  and  to  enable  the  Sheriff  to  obey  its  requirements.  No  labor  is  given  to  the 
prisoners  to  perform  except  such  little  jobs  as  some  of  the  lesser  criminals  may 
be  trusted  with,  in  the  building  or  yard,  and  we  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  which  require  the  prisoners  to  work,  should  be  carried 
into  effect,  until  some  arrangements  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County.

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  a copy  of  the  said  report  and  presentment  be  served 
upon  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Oneida,  at  its 
next  session,  and  that  said  Board  be  then  requested  to  carry  out  the  suggestions 
of  the  Grand  Jury  that  the  said  jail  should  be  remodeled,  or  that  additions  be 
made  thereto  and  its  interior  arranged  in  such  a manner  as  to  conform  to  the 
law  and  enable  the  Sheriff  to  obey  its  requirements,  and  that  the  provisions  of 
the  law  which  require  the  prisoners  to  work  should  be  carried  into  effect  under 
some  arrangement  to  be  made  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors.

I,  John  Kohler,  Treasurer  of  Oneida  County,  do  respectfully  report  that  ou 
or  about  the  ,21st  day  of  February,  1881,  the  First  (Ist)  National  Bank,  the 
Second  (2d)  National  Bank,  and  the  Oneida  National  Bank  of  Utica,  commenced 
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separate  actions  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Northern  DiatHct  of 
New  York,  to  restrain  the  cnllectors  of  the  Wards  where  the  Banks  are  located, 
and  D^-yself  as  Treasurer  of  the  CouDly,  from  collecting  any  of  the  CoudM 
taxes  assessed  acaiast  them,  the  amount  involved  being  nine  thousand,  six 
hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents,  (|9,680  81  100.) 

1 notified  the  Supervisors  of  the  First  and  Fourth  Wards,  that  papers  ha  l 
been  served  on  me,  and  also  stated  to  them  that  I decided  to  retain  Alfred  (' 
Coxe  to  defend  the  suit  in  behalf  of  the  County.  Mr.  Coxe  immediately  en’ere^l 
upon  the  examination  of  the  questions  involved,  and  on  the  preparations  of  the 
defense  upon  the  law  facts.  1,  myself,  devoted  much  time  in  procuring  the  ev 
idence  nfcessary  to  establish  the  defence,  and  in  this  work  I was  ably  assisted 
by  Mr.  J.  T.  Stevens,  Supervisor  of  the  Fouith  (4tb)  Ward,  and  other  officials  of 
both  city  and  county  who  were  instrumental  in  le^'ying  the  tax. 

The  case  was  argued  April  26th,  at  Syracuse,  before  Judge  Wallace,  in  the 
U S.  Circuit  Court,  by  All'red^C  Coxe,  for  the  defendants.  Miller  & Fincke  and 
Ward  Hunt,  Jr.,  for  the  plaintiffs.  On  the  11th  day  of  May,  a dpcision  was 
rendered  in  favor  of  the  County  and  refusing  an  injunction  to  the  Banks,  the 
Court  holdiftg  that  they  could  not  succeed  upon  any  ground  stated  in  the  com 
plaint.  I 

On  the  19th  day  of  May,  the  full  amount  of  the  taxes,  with  the  collectors’ 
commissions  added,  was  paid  by  the  Banks  and  the  suit  abandoned. 

When  these  actions  were  commenced  we  had  little  hope  of  succeeding  ; as 
in  almost  every  similar  case  the  Banks  had  been  upheld  by  the  Courts  in  refusing 
to  pay  their  taxes. 

The  County  of  Oneida  can  congratulate  herself  to  achieve  such  a success  in 
tne  U.  B.  Courts  in  such  a contest,  and  also  upon  the  f>ict,  that  the  manner  in 
which  those  suits  were  managed,  compelied  the  payment  of  the  taxes  with  so 
little  dt-lay,  that  no  confusion  or  embarrassments  resuited  therefrom  either  to 
the  County  or  its  creditors.

Mr.  Stevens  presented  the  following,  which  was  placed  on  the 
Journal : 

Tb  the  Board  of  Supervisors  County  of  Oneida  : 

The  undersigned  to  whom  was  committed  at  the  last  annual  session  the  duty 
of  supervising  the  repairs  necessary  to  be  made  upon  the  County  buildings  in 
the  City  of  Utica  during  the  interim  of  the  session,  reports 

That  time  has  developed  natural  decay  both  from  wear,  by  use,  and  from  the 
effect  of  the  elements,  creating  necessity  for  some  might  repairs. 

The  extension  of  a building  immediately  adjacent  to  tbe  Clerk’s  Office  on  the 
south  seriously  obstructed  the  light  in  the  rear  or  working  portion  of  this 
office,  and  as  a remedy  in  part,  the  interior  has  been  repainted  and  tbe  working 
apartments  repapered  with  light  colors,  increasing  the  reflection  and  greatly 
relieving  the  evil  alluded  to. 

Tbe'floors  of  these  apartments  at  tbe  time  of  their  construction  were  laid 
with  spruce  material,  and  the  natural  wear  incident  to  ten  years  of  constant  use 
bad  consumed  them ' at  point sj^subjected  to  the  greatest  friction.  They  have 
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been  relaid  Vith  maple  of  an  endurinp:  quality  arid  should  now  remain  in  good 
r.ondition  from  the  effects  of  service,  during  the  ensuing  quarter  of  a century. 

A slight  increase  of  the  heating  apparatus  in  this  office  has  been  made  to  se- 
cure the  proper  temperature. 

The  basement  of  the  front  or  main  portion  of  the  building,  was  constructed 
without  windows  or  other  ventilating  openings,  in  consequence  of  which  damp- 
ness ensued  and  constantly  existed,  causing  malarial  effects  upon  those  whose 
duties  required  them  to  inhale  this  atmosphere,  and  under  the  advice  of  medical 
counsel  two  windows  have  been  placed  in  the  front  wall  with  siiflicicnt  openings 
to  admit  both  light  and  ventilation.  The  windows  are  below  the  sidewalk, 
properly  secured  from  the  ingress  of  persons,  and  the  sidewalk  openings  are 
properly  protected  by  gratings  from  mischief  by  or  injury  to  pedestrians 
therefrom. 

The  front  of  this  building  will  require  repainting  during  the  ensuing  season — 
the  metalic  and  wood  portions  of  which  now  exhibit  its  necessity  and  need  pro- 
tection from  the  corroding  effects  of  the  elements. 

Since  the  recent  alterations  made  to  the  Court  House,  by  order  of  the  Court, 
it  has  been  warmed  by  five  furnaces  placed  in  the  basement,  and  separately  con- 
nected for  this  purpose  with  the  various  apartments  in  that  edifice.  One  of 
these  furnaces,  long  in  use,  proved  that  its  misvsion  of  service  had  ended.  A new 
one  has  been  substituted  of  modern  construction,  and  of  the  requisite  capacity 
to  beat  the  Court  Room  in  second  story  of  the  building,  and  superseding  the  use 
of  two.  Such  of  these  as  can  be  utilized  for  heating  in  other  buildings  may  be 
removed  for  this  purpose.  The  reduction  in  the  necessary  consumption  of  coal 
wijl  soon  cover  the  expense  of  the  new  furnace. 

The  disbanding  of  “Troop  M Cavalry,”  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  this  State, 
removed  the  necessity  for  an  armory  with  its  furniture  for  their  use.  For  this 
organization,  but  a few  months  since,  Mechanic?  Hall,  in  this  city,  was  rented, 
fitted,  and  furnished  under  a military  order  for  their  purpose,  and  as  these 
furnishings  were  prepared  and  fitted  for  these  apartments,  they  werecompara- 
tive’y  worthless  elsewhere,  aside  from  the  injury  resulting  from  taking  them  out 
and  fitting  to  other  locations. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  battalion  occupying  the  State  Armory,  made 
requisition  for  the  same  as  an  increase  to  their  necessities  in  that  building,  and 
they  have  been  removed  thereto,  under  an  express  agreement  that  no  expenses 
connected  with  such  removal  should  be  defrayed  by  the  County.  A few 
pieces  of  furniture  not  required  by  them  for  use  have  been  sold  at  the  best  ob- 
tainable rates,  and  the  amount  resulting  therefrom  has  been  paid  to  the  County 
Treasurer. 

The  rent  of  the  armory  commenced  in  the  first  instance  on  the  1st  of  August, 
and  by  mutual  arrangement  with  Mr.  Gilmore,  the  same  terminated  on  the  1st 
of  August  last,  and  possession  was  surrendered. 

Upon  the  occasion  of  the  Nation’s  loss  of  its  Chief  Executive,  both  the  pri- 
vate and  public  buildings  were  generally  clothed  with  the  emblems  of  grief  and 
mourning.  Uniting  in  this  appropriate  and  suitable  expression,  the  exterior  of 
the  Clerk’s  Office  and  Court  House  was  draped  as  evidence  of  National  bereave- 
ment and  public  sorrow.  The  material  used  for  the  purpose  was  of  good  cotton 
fabric,  this  grade  being  regarded  the  most  economical  in  view  of  its  further 
service,  and  upon  its  removal  was  delivered  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor, 
to  be  utilized  by  bun  in  contributing  to  the  comforts  and  necessities  of  the  pub- 
lic family  under  his  charge.

The  undersigned  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Board, 
in  the  matter  of  Sewerage  at  the  County  House,  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

After  a careful  examination  of  various  plans  proposed,  have  made  on  the  part 
of  the  County  a contract  with  George  Hammill  for  the  purchase  of  eight  acres 
of  land,  and  the  privilege  to  drain  all  sewage  from  the  County  House  build’ 
ings  through  the  lands  of  said  Hammill,  extending  to  the  New  York  Cential 
Railroad,  for  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ; Hammill  to  occupy  the  lands 
contracted  for  until  the  meeting  of  the  present  Board,  in  consideration  of  iutei’ 
est  on  purchase  money. 

The  lands  contracted  for  are  adjoining  the  County  Farm  on  the  margin  and 
extending  into  the  lowlands  formerly  known  as  Rome  swamp,  but  now  drained. 
On  the  lands  obtained  two  large  reservoirs  have  been  excavated. 

The  sewage  from  buildings  mixes  with  a large  amount  of  spring  water,  and 
is  allowed  to  flow  into  one  of  the  reservoirs,  which  has  been  prepared  by  spread- 
ing the  bottom  with  muck. 

When  a large  amount  of  sediment  has  accumulated  in  the  first,  the  sewage  * 
is  made  to  flow  into  the  second  reservoir,  and  the  first  Is  drained  and  the  con- 
tents used  as  a fertilizer  on  the  farm,  and  the  second  in  like  manner  alternately. 

Superintendent  Comstock  says  of  the  plan  adopted,  the  result  is  effective  and 
entirely  satisfactory.

cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  February  and  August. , 
That  there  remains  due  on  said  bonds  at  this  date,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars  principal,  and  interest  from  August  1,  1881.  On  the  fiist  day 
of  February,  1879,  the  bonds  then  remaining  unpaid  were  refunded,  with  inter- 
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est  at  5 percent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  as  before.  The  amount  still 
ouUtanding  is  twenty-four  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  with  interest  from 
August  1,  1881.

Mr.  Pierce,  from  the  Special  Committee  to*  which  was  referred 
the  resolution  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Special  Surrogate  for  the 
ensuing  term,  submitted  the  following  report : 

lo  the  Board  of  Supervisors  County  of  Oneida  : 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  determining  the  annual 
salary  of  the  Special  Surrogate  of  this  County  at  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  ensu- 
ing term,  report  :J 

That  by  Chapter  306,  Laws  of  1849,  the  (ffices  of  Special  County  Judge  and 
Special  Surrogate  were  created  in  those  Counties  containing  the  requisite  popu- 
lation, whose  duties  were  declared  to  be  the  execution  of  those  of  the  County 
Judge  and  Surrogate  respectively,  in  case  of  inability  of  those  officers,  from 
any  cause  to  discharge  such  duliis,  and  in  1851,  both  these  special  officers 
were  empowered  by  Legislative  enactment  to  discharge  the  duties  of  County 
Judge  at  Chambers. 

The  compensation  of  these  special  officers  previous  to  1870  was  fixed  by  this 
Board  at  the  amount  of  fees  which  should  be  received  by  them  respectively.  In 
1870  the  Board  determined  that  the  annual  compensation  of  the  Special  County 
Judge  be  $100,  and  that  of  the  Special  Surrogate  $50,  for  the  then  ensuing 
term.  In  1875,  the  annual  salary  of  the  Special  County  Judge  (R.  O.  Jones,) 
was  increased  to  $500,  and  has  since  remained  at  that  sum,  ihu^  establishing  the 
compensation  of  the  County  Judge  and  the  Special  County  Judge  at  the  aggre- 
gate of  $4,500. 

The  annual  salary  of  the  Special  Surrogate  remained  at  $50,  until  1878,  whe 
it  was  increased  to  $200,  for  the  term  ending  the  31st  inst.  The  evident  pu 
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pose  and  intent  of  the  creation  of  these  offices  was  to  provide  a constant  incum 
bent  upon  whom  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  principals  would  devolve  in 
the  event,  that  either  of  such  principals  should  be  incapacitated  from  discharg- 
ing the  same.  The  “Code”  of  1880,  authorizes  the  Surrogate  to  appoint  a 
clerk  of  his  Court  and  confers  upon  this  officer  most  of  the  powers  m certain 
cases  which  the  Surrogate  can  exercise,  and  as  the  result  the  Special  Surrogate 
will  render  litile  or  no  service  in  the  position  for  which  he  was  created,  except 
in  case  of  the  permanent  disability  or  death  of  the  principal.  While  ‘‘chamber 
powers”  of  the  Couuly  Judge  are  conferred  upon  the  Special  Surrogate,  it  is 
absurd  to  suppose  that  the  Legislature  intended  that  such  Counties  should  be 
required  to  compensate  two  subordinates  in  constant  readiness  to  perform  the 
functions  of  tbisJudgel 

The  city  of  Utica  is  the  residence  of  a Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  of 
the  County  Judge,  and  the  cases  will  be  unfrequent  when  both  are  absent  at 
the  fame  time,  thus  necessarily  requiring  the  demand  upon  the  chamber 
powers  of  the  ofiicer  under  consideration. 

The  con'^tantly  increasing  and  annually  recurring  requisitions  which  we  are 
compelled  to  make  upon  cur  tax  paying  consiituents  for  unavoids ble  expenses, 
in  addition  to  which  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  extraordinary  ones  which  are 
to  follow  in  sncctssion  for  a few  years,  necessitated  by  the  erection  of  places 
for  the  confinement  of  the  dissolute  and  vicious,  admonish  us  that  this  is  not 
the  appropriate  lime  for  extravagance  in  any  department  of  our  public  expenses. 
Impressed  with  these  views,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  annual  salary  of  the  Special  Surrogate  for  the  ensuing 
term,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.

There  was  presented  and  considered  a bill  of  $383  from  St.  Joseph’s  Asylum 
of  Syracuse,  for  the  board  of  two  children.  Your  Committee  rejected  the  bill, 
it  being  substantially  a duplicate  of  a bill  against  the  city  of  Utica  for  the  same 
object.  And  further,  there  is  no  evidence  before  the  Committee  that  under  the 
commitment  to  Syracuse,  the  children  in  question  are  a legal  or  just  charge 
upon  this  County. 

Your  Committee  after  a thorough  examination  of  the  Register  kept  by  the 
County  Clerk  find  a number  of  omissions  from  the  Register,  of  the  names  and 
commitment  of  children  whose  board  and  support  is  made  a county  charge. 
This  omission  leaves  the  County  without  any  evidence  as  to  the  correctness  of 
charges  except  as  appears  upon  the  bills  presented.

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Mr.  White  called  from  the  table  the  following  report : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Oneida  County : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Supervisors  to  visit  the 
County  House  and  Farm  once  in  each  month  during  the  year,  to  inspect  the 
books,  accounts,  &c.,  and  report  the  condition  of  the  same  to  this  B ard,  would 
respectfully  report : 

That  during  the  year  he  has  visited  the  County  Home  for  this  purpose,  twelve 
times,  once  in  each  month.  He  finds  that  under  the  careful  sup^vision  of  Mr. 
A.  H Wheeler,  who  has  always  with  great  courtesy  furnished  every  means 
possible  to  assist  in  the  inspection,  the  books  and  acc  ounts  have  been  accu- 
rately kept.  He  also  finds  that  under  the  intelligent  and  judicious  administra- 
tion of  Mr.  Theo  S.  Comstock,  Supt.,  the  farming  utensils,  tools  and  machinery 
connected  with  the  premises  are  in  good  order  and  carefully  kept.  The  stock 
of  the  various  kinds  is  of  superior  grades,  selected  with  care  and  good  judgment, 
are  well  cared  for  and  in  very  fioe  condition.  Under  the  present  management 
the  condition  of  the  farm  is  continually  improving,  as  is  attested  by  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  the  crops  raised  and  the  fine  revenue  to  the  County  from  the 
same. 

Whereas,  the  annual  deficiency  of  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
County  House,  places  the  finances  of  the  County  at  a great  disadvantage  by 
constantly  accruing  interest  on  the  obligations  thereby  incurred,  and  the  further 
disadvantage  of  being  obliged  to  buy  its  supplies  to  the  amount  necessary  to  be 
expended  above  the  appropriation  at  credit  instead  of  cash  prices,  your  Com- 
mittee would  respecTully  offer  the  following  recommendation: 

That  bonds  bearing  four  per  cent,  interest  be  issued  by  the  County  to  cover 
the  estimated  deficiency,  one-half  of  the  amount  to  be  issued  at  or  near  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  to  run  twelve  months,  and  the  balance  six  months  thereafter 
to  run  six  months.  SEYMOUR  JONES,  Committee.

There  were  forty-five  patients  remaicing  in  the  Asylum  November  1st,  1880. 
'Forty-nine  have  been  admitted  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  ninety-four. 
’Of  these  twenty-eight  have  been  discharged,  leaving  sixty-six  under  treatment. 
Of  those  discharged  eleven  were  recovered,  two  improved,  five  unimproved,  five 
not  insane,  and  five  died.  The  five  who  died  were  all  feeble  and  broken  down 
when  admitted,  one  being  under  treatment  but  three  weeks,  and  two  others  less 
than  three  months  each

Mr.  Wolcott,  from  the  Committee,  presented  the  following : 

To  the  Board  of  Supermsors: 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  duty  of  ascertaining  if  any,  and  if 
so,  what  lands  in  the  county  returned  to  the  Comptroller  for  delinquent  taxes 
imposed  by  this  Board  in  1871,  ’72,  ’73,  ’74,  ’75.  ’76,  ’77  and  ’78,  and  sold  there- 
for by  such  officer  at  his  sale  commencing  lOfh  November  last,  and  which  may 
may  have  been  sold  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  County  in  pursuance  of  Chapter  91, 
Laws  of  1880,  for  the  taxes  imposed  thereon  and  returned  to  him  unpaid  in  the 
years  1879  and  1880,  report: 

That  Chapter  91,  Laws  of  1880,  as  amended  by  Chapter  8,  Laws  of  1881;  pro- 
vides that  from  and  after  levying  of  the  annual  taxes  of  1879,  no  return  of  the  un- 
collected portion  of  the  same  shall  he  returned  to  the  Comptroller,  but  the  collec- 
tion of  such  delinquencies  shall  be  enforced  by  a public  sale  of  such  lands,  to  be 
made  by  the  County  Treasurer  in  the  manner  directed  by  said  law;  and  at  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  redemption,  (one  year  thereafter,)  he  shall  execute  to 
the  purchaser  at  such  sale,  or  to  bis  assignee,  a deed  thereof,  which  shall  convey 
the  title  of  such  lands  to  said  purchaser,  and  “shall  vest  in  the  grantee  an  abso- 
lute estate  in  fee.” 

Your  committee  have  ascertained  that  the  following^  lands  were  sold  by  the 
Comptroller  for  the  taxes  arising  from  1871  to  1876,  both  inclusive,  which  taxes 
were  returned  to  him  by  the  then  County  Treasurer  as  delinquent:

We  also  find  that  the  County  Treasurer  has  sold  the  same  described  property 
for  the  taxes  imposed  subsequently,  (1879  and  ’80,)  which  annuls  the  prior  liens 
thereon  for  taxes  returned  to,  and  accepted  by  the  Comptroller,  and  upon  which 
his  sale  therefor  in  November  was  based. 

The  taxes  so  returned  and  accepted  by  him  were  in  payment  pro  tanta  of  the 
State  tax,  and  which  has  been  realized  by  the  Comptroller  from  the  sale  so  re- 
cently completed  by  him. 

The  time  for  redemption  from  the  Treasurer’s  sale  made  in  1880,  expired  in 
September  last,  and  deeds  of  the  property  not  redeemed  therefrom  have  been 
issued  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  and  in  August  next  the  purchasers  at  the 
•ale  of  1881  will  be  entitled  to  receive,  deeds  of  the  unredeemed  lands  sold  at 
such  sale.  ' ' 

The  sale  of  this  property  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  taxes  subsequently  imposed 
upon  said  lands,  undoubtedly  gives  priority  of  title  and  succeeding  rights  to  the 
purchasers  at  such  sale,  and  consequently  destroys  the  claims  which  have,  or 
which  may  arise  to  purchasers  at  the  sale  by  the  Comptroller. 

This  will  cause  the  Comptroller  to  cancel  his  sale  of  such  lands,  and  refund 
to  the  re.«pective  purchasers  the  amounts  which  he  received  therefrom  as  the 
result  of  his  sale. 

The  deficiency  arising  from  this  action  will  be  charged  to  this  county,  includ* 
ing  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  from  the  date  of  such  refunding,  which 
must  be  provided  for  by  this  Board  as  a deficient  amount  of  the  State  tax  in  the 
years  which  these  local  taxes  were  returned  and  received. 

As  this  amount  will  not  be  liens  upon  the  lands  respectively,  (the  same  having 
been  annulled  by  a sale  for  subsequent  taxes,)  such  deficieccy  will  necessarily  be 
chargeable  to  the  localities  where  it  exists 

Your  committee  regard  it  in  the  line  of  true  economy,  that  the  claim  of  the 
State  arising  in  the  manner  and  from  the  causes  stated,  should  be  discharged  at 
the  earliest  possible  time,  and  avoid  the  interest  which  is  accruing  upon  it. 

We  find  that  by  existing  provisions  of  law,  only  the  ‘‘owner  or  occupant”  of 
the  lands  so  sold  is  entitled  to  redeem  the  same  from  the  effect  of  such  sale; 
and  though  the  county  is  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  to  the  State,  it 
is  not  entitled  to  the  right  of  redemption. 

A conflict  for  the  right  of  possession  under  these  sales  may  arise,  and  with  it 
the  attendant  and  unavoidable  expenses,  which  must  be  liquidated  by  some  of 
the  parties  to  the  controversy — possibly  by  those  who  conveyed  such  rights. 
The  experience  of  this  Board  at  the  current  session,  relative  to  the  results  of 
these  controversies,  is  an  admonition  that  it  is  not  only  wiser,  but  better,  to 
avoid,  rather  than  invite  these  methods  of  adjusting  such  differences. 
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Under  these  circumstances  and  surroundings,  we  are  clearly  of  the  opinion 
that  this  Board  should  request  the  enactment  of  a law  authorizing  this  County, 
>by  its  financial  officer,  to  pay  the  claim  of  the  State,  or  other  parties,  upon  the 
lands  which  have  been  told  by  the  said  Treasurer,  and  thus  redeem  them  from 
the  effect  of  the  Comptroller’s  sale. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  Ihe  County  Treasurer  te  requested  to  prepare  a memorial  (in 
behalf  of  this  Board)  to  the  Legislature,  reciting  the  necessity  for  this  relief, 
and  ask  for  the  enactment  of  the  accompanying  or  annexed  bill  as  a law. 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  passage  thereof,  he  be  further  directed  and  author- 
ized to  raise  the  requisite  sum,  in  pursuance  of  Section  2,  Chapter  91,  Laws  of 
1880,  to  effect  the  redemption  of  the  lands  referred  to  in  such  bill  hereto  an- 
nexed, and  to  redeem  the  same  from  the  effect  of  the  Comptroller’s  sale  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Treasurer  charge  the  amounts  so  applied,  to  the  sev- 
eral and  respective  localities  where  such  lands  are  located,  and  report  the  same, 
with  the  necessary  sums  to  be  levied  to  repay  such  amount,  to  the  next  annual 
session  of  this  Board,  for  such  purpose. 

Your  committee  congratul  ite  the  Board  upon  the  fact  that  when  the  delin- 
quent taxes  returned  to  the  Comptroller’s  office  for  the  years  1877  and  ’78  shall 
be  discharged,  either  by  payment  thereof,  or  from  the  sale  by  that  officer,  this 
Board  will  be  fully  and  finally  relieved  from  any  duties  connected  with  delin- 
quent taxes,  the  same  (commencing  with  1879,)  having  been  promptly  realized 
under  the  effect  and  operation  of  our  local  law  upon  this  subject. 


PROPOSED  LA.W. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  of  Oneida  to  redeem  certain 
lands  from  the  taxes  thereon. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Tork,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
encLct  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  of  the  County  of  Oneida  is  hereby  authorized  to 
redeem  any  of  the  lands  in  said  county  which  have  been  returned  to  the  Comp- 
troller for  unpaid  taxes  thereon  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said 
County,  in  the  years  1871,  1872,  1873,  1874,  1875,  1876,  1877  and  1878. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  of  such  lands  have  been  sold,  or  may  hereafter  be  sold  by  said 
Comptroller  for  such  delinquent  taxes,  the  said  treasurer  may  redeem  the  said 
lands  from  the  effect  of  such  sale  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent, 
which  the  owner  or  owners  are  authorized  to  redeem  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  authority  contained  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  act,  shall  ap- 
ply only  to  such  lands  which  have  been,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  sold  by  said 
treasurer  in  pursuance  of  Chapter  91,  Laws  of  1880,  and  the  laws  amendatory 
thereof,  for  the  taxes  levied  thereon  subsequent  to  the  year  1876. 

Sec.  4.  Tliis  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

dings  from  responsible  and  reliable  parties,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
mittee to  advertise  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  work  necessary  to  be  done,  and 
the  same  to  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidders  furnishing  bonds  that  shall  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Committee,  the  Committee  to  reserve  the  right  to  reject  any 
and  all  bids.

of  Oneida,  bound  in  a good  and  substantia]  book  foim  for  the  use  of  said  Board 
of  Supervisors,  the  written  journal  being  of  no  practical  benefit  to  the  public,  it 
never  being  referred  lo;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Senator  and  Memleis  of  Assembly  elect  from  the  County 
of  Oneida,  be  requested  to  precure  the  passage  of  a law  making  the  prrceedings 
as  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Supervisors  of  Oneida  County,  the  legal  journal 
the  same  as  the  written  journal  now  is,  thus  greatly  reducing  the  labors  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  and  the  expenses  of  the  County  in  transcribing  the  same  to 
the  written  journal. 

Resolved,  That  the  Cleik  of  this  Board  furnish  the  Senator  and  Members  of 
Assembly  from  the  County  of  Oneida,  a copy  of  the  foregoing  preamble  and 
resolution. 

Mr,  Penfield  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  as  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is  about  to  adjourn,  they  esteem 
it  a pleasure  to  testify  lo  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  our  Chairman, 
Mr.  Robert  W.  Evans,  has  presided  over  our  delib<  rations  as  presiding  cflScer  of 
this  Board;  and  we  hereby  tender  him  our  sinceie  thanks  and  hope  and  trust 
that  his  many  acts  of  kindness  and  consideration  will  long  be  remembered  by 
all  of  us. 

In  offering  the  resolution,  Mr.  Penfield  presented  the  Chairman 
witn  an  elegant  easy  chair.  In  doing  so,  he  said  : 

Unexpectedly  I have  been  called  upon  to  make  this  presentation,  yet  I do 
most  cheerfully.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure,  on  hehar  of  the  Board,  to  pre- 
sent to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  this  token  rf  tbeir  esteem.

Esq.,  for  the  prompt,  efficient  and  obliging  manner  in  which  he  has  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  Janitor  and  Messenger  during  the  present  session  of  this 
Board. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Weaver,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  hereby  tendered  to  Burt  I. 
Waldo,  for  the  able,  attentive,  courteous  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he 
has  discharged  the  very  laborious,  important  and  responsible  duties  of  Clerk, 
during  this  session. 

The  Clerk  spoke  in  acknowledgment  of  the  foregoing  resolution.

AN  ACT  to  create  a board  of  equalization  in  the  county  of  Oneida.,  Passed 

July  25, 1881 ; three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  sessions  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
of  Oneida,  the  said  board  shall,  within  the  first  three  days  thereof,  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  persons  in  each  of  the  assembly  districts  therein,  which  shall 
be  known  and  designated  as  the  board  of  equalization  in  and  for  said  county. 

^ § 2.  The  said  committee  for  each  of  said  districts  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
representatives  within  the  same,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board,  and  n© 
city,  town  or  ward  shall  be  represented  in  said  board  of  equalization  by  more 
than  one  person  in  each  year. 

§ 3.  The  said  committee  shall  be  chosen  in  equal  numbers  as  near  as  can  be 
from  each  of  the  two  leading  political  parties,  and  no  person  holding  the  office 
of  supervisor,  or  any  office  arising  from,  or  connected  with  the  board  of  super- 
visors, shall  be  eligible  thereto, 

§ 4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  such  appointment  who  was  not  assessed 
upon  the  assessment  rolls  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  made  next  pre- 
ceding such  appointment,  for  a freehold  estate  in  his  own  right  to  an  amount  in 
cities  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  towns  not  less  than  fiv^e hundred 
dollars,  or  who  holds  any  county  office,  the  compensation  of  which  is  deter- 
mined and  provided  by  said  board  of  supervisors,  or  who  is  not  at  the  time  a 
resident  of  the  assembly  district  from  which  the  selection  shall  be  made. 

§ 5 The  said  board  of  equalization  shali  meet  annually  within  the  first  fifteen 
days  (Sundays  excepted)  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  at 
the  place  where  such  annual  sessions  shall  be  held,  and  shall  equalize  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  the  real  estate  of  said  county  in  the  manner  and  in  the  form 
which  boards  of  supervisors  are  authorized  and  required  to  do,  and  shall  report 
the  result  of  their  action  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  such  result,  concurred 
in  by  at  least  seven  members  of  said  board  of  equalizition,  shall  be  the  eqifal- 
ized  valuation  in  said  county,  and  shall  be  conclusive  and  final  for  such  year. 

§ 6.  The  members  of  said  board  of  equalization  shall,  previous  to  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  conferred,  take  and  subscribe  the  con- 
stitutional oath  of  office,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said 
board  of  supervisors. 

§ 7.  The  said  board  of  equalization  shall  each  be  paid  a compensation  of  three 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  mile  for  once  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  sessions  of  said  committee,  computing  the  distance  by 
the  usual  traveled  route;  but  the  aggregate  per  diem  to  each  member  shall  not 
exceed  five  days. 

§ 8‘  If  any  member  of  the  committee  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall 
decline,  omit,  resign,  or  be  unable  from  any  cause  to  discharge  the  duties  there- 
of, the  vacancy  shali  be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  two  hereof  im- 
mediately upon  the  announcement  of  such  vacancy. 

§ 9.  AU  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  or  in  confiict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  the  county  of  Oneida,  are  hereb/ 
T epealed. 
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ACT 

To  enforce  the  collection  of  the  taxes  levied  in  the  county  of  Oneida.  (Chapter 
91,  Laws  of  1880,  as  amended  by  Chapter  8,  Laws  of  1881.) 

Ttie  Peopk  of  the  State  of  New  Tark^  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly y d& 
enact  aefoU&ics: 

SEcnoN  1.  It  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  of 
Oneida  to  transmit  to  the  comptroller  any  amount  of  unpaid  taxes  assessed  upon 
corporations,  or  upon  lands  of  non-residents,  or  of  unknown  owners  in  said 
county,  or  any  treasurer’s  or  collector’s  affidavit  in  relation  thereto.  Nor  shall 
the  comptroller  credit  the  said  county  treasurer  with  any  unpaid  taxes  on  lands 
or  corporations,  whether  assessed  to  residents  or  as  non-resident  land,  but  the 
whole  amount  of  any  state  tax  unpaid  on  property  in  the  said  county  shall  be 
paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  3Iay  after  the  same  shall  have  been  assessed  upon  the  real  and  personal 
estate  of  the  said  county. 

§ 2.  If  there  are  not  sufficient  funds  then  in  the  county  treasury  unappropria- 
ted to  pay  such  state  tax,  the  county  treasurer  shall  make  provision  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  by  temporary  loans  upon  the  credit  of  the  county,  and  charge 
the  same  to  the  cities  and  towns  in  such  amounts  as  they  may  respectively  be 
deficient. 

§ 3.  The  county  treasurer  shall  examine  the  accounts  of  arrears  of  taxes  re- 
ceived from  the  colhctors  of  the  several  towns  and  wards,  and  shall  reject  all 
taxes  on  lands  that  shall  be  imperfectly  described,  and  all  taxes  so  erroneously 
assessed  in  form  or  in  substance  that  the  collection  of  the  same  cannot  be  en- 
forced; and  shall,  within  twenty  days,  deliver  a transcript  thereof  to  the  super- 
visors of  the  several  towns  and  wards  in  which  the  property  so  rejected  shall  be 
located,  and  said  supervisors  shall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  cause  a correct 
description  of  the  lands  so  imperfectly  described  to  be  made  and  returned  to 
said  tieasuier.  The  amount  of  taxes,  fees  and  interest  thereon,  as  herein  provi- 
ded, upon  any  lands  rejected  by  the  treasurer  and  returned  to  the  respective  su- 
piervisors,  the  proper  descriptions  of  which  shall  not  be  furnished  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June  annually,  shall  be  charged  to  the  town  or  city  where  the 
same  exists,  and  the  board  of  supeiviscrs,  at  Its  next  succeed  ng  annual  session, 
shall  levy  the  amount  thereof  up>on  such  town  or  city  as  deficiencies  therein. 

§ 4.  No  commission  shall  be  allowed  by  the  county’  treasurer  upon  taxes  re- 
turned to  him  uncollected  by  the  collectors  in  the  several  towns  and  wards  tut 
such  treasurer  may  add  five  per  cent,  to  the  amount  thereof,  to  be  retained  by 
him  as  compensation  for  seivices  imp-3sed  by, this  act. 

§ 5.  Whenever  any  tax  charged  on  real  estate  returned  to  the  county  treas- 
urer, and  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum  to  be  computed 
from  the  first  day  of  March,  when  such  tax  was  payable,  together  with  the  fees 
thereon,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  four  months  succeeding  the  said  first  of  March, 
the  county  treasurer  shall  proceed  to  advertise  and  sell  such  real  estate  in  the 
manner  herein  provided  for  the  payment  of  such  tax,  fees  and  interest,  and  the 
expenses  of  procuring  description,  publishing  notices,  and  of  conducting  the 
sale,  which  shall  be  a charge  on  the  lands  sold,  and  shall  be  added  to  the  other 
clfarges  thereon.  Should  any  errors  he  discovered  in  the  descrip’ion  of  the  land 
so  assessed  and  taxed,  the  said  treasurer  may  correct  the  same  at  any  time  pre- 
vious to  the  sale.  In  the  event  that  the  same  land  shall  be  twice  assessed  and 
taxed,  and  the  taxes  thereon  once  paid,  the  treasurer  shall  return  one  of  such 
amounts  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  who  shall  provide  for  the  deficiency  arising 
therefrom. 

§ 6.  The  said  county  treasurer  shall,  immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the 
aforesaid  four  months,  cause  to  be  published  once  each  week  in  two  daily  news- 
papers of  the  city  of  Utica,  and  in  two  weekly  papers  of  the  city  of  Rome,  for 
six  weeks,  a list  or  statement  of  the  real  estate  charged  with  such  tax,  fees  and 
interest,  and  so  liable  to  be  sold;  and,  also,  a notice  that  the  said  real  estate 
will,  on  a day  at  the  expiration  of  said  six  weeks  to  be  specified  in  such  notice, 
and  the  succeeding  days,  be  sold  at  public  auction  at  the  court  houses  in  said 
county  to  discharge  the  taxes,  fees,  interest  and  expenses  aforesaid,  which  may 
he  due  thereon  at  tne  time  of  sale.  The  sale  of  such  lands  so  assessed  in  the 
towns  of  Annsville,  Ava,  Camden,  Florerce,  Floyd,  L^ e,yemon,Verona,Vienna, 
Western,  Westmoreland  and  the  city  of  R«'me,  shall  be  held  at  the  court  house 
in  the  city  of  Rome ; and  the  sale  of  all  such  lands  for  the  residue  of  the  county 
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shall  be  held  at  the  court  house  in  the  city  of  Utica.  On  the  day  mentioned  in 
the  said  notice,  the  county  treasurer  shall  commence  the  sale  of  such  real  estate, 
and  he  shall  continue  the  sale  from  day  to  day  until  such  parcels  shall  be  dis- 
posed of.  In  case  no  bid  to  the  extent  of  the  tax  and  charges  thereon  shall  be 
received  for  any  piece  or  lot  of  land  so  offered,  the  said  treasurer  may  purchase 
the  same  for,  and  in  behalf  of,  the  county  of  Oneida,  and  he  may  subsequently 
transfer  the  certificate  of  the  same  to  any  person -who  will  pay  the  amount  charge- 
able thereon. 

All  lands  purchased  by  the  treasurer,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  county,  the 
certificates  of  which  are  not  sold  and  assigned  within  one  year  subsequent  to 
the  last  day  of  such  annual  sale,  shall,  with  the  interest  thereon,  be  charged  to 
the  respective  towns  and  cities,  the  amounts  thereof  levied  upon  the  taxable 
property  therein,  and  said  certificates  assigned  to  such  towns  and  cities.  If  such 
ceitificates  shall  not  be  sold  or  redeemed  subsequent  to  such  asssignment,  such 
towns  or  cities  shall  be  entitled  to  a deed  therefor,  which  shall  have  the  same 
effect  and  become  absolute  in  the  same  manner,  on  the  peiformance  of  like  con- 
ditions, as  in  the  case  of  sales  to  individuals.  The  charge  for  publishing  the 
notices  provided  in  this  section,  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  shall  not  exceed 
two  dollars  to  each  newspaper  for  publishing  the  description  of  each  piece  of 
land  contained  in  said  notices.  If  the  daily  papers  shall  decline  to  so  publish 
the  same,  the  treasurer  mav  cause  such  notices  to  be  published  in  any  other 
newspapers  published  in  said  city. 

§ 7.  The  purchasers  at  such  sales  shall  pay  the  amount  of  their  respective  bids 
to  the  county  treasurer  within  forty- eight  hours  after  the  sale;  and  after  such 
payment  shall  have  been  made,  the  said  treasurer  shall  give  to  the  purchaser  of 
any  such  real  estate  a certificate  describing  the  real  estate  purchased,  and  the 
sum  paid,  and  such  purchaser  or  his  legal  representatives  or  assigns  may,  imme- 
diately upon  receiving  said  certificate.,  by  virtue  thereof,  and  of  this  act,  law- 
fully possess,  hold,  and  enjoy  for  his  and  their  own  proper  use,  and  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  his  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  the  real  estate  described 
in  said  certificate,  unless  redeemed  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  he  may,  at  any 
time  after  the  time  limited  in  the  eighth  section  of  this  act  for  th*e  redemption  of 
such  premises  shall  have  expired,  aud  said  premises  shall  not  have  been  re- 
deemed as  therein  provided,  cause  the  occupant  of  such  real  estate  to  be  removed 
therefrom,  and  the  possession  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  him  in  the  same  manner 
and  by  the  same  proceedings,  by  and  before  the  same  officers,  as  in  the  case  of  a 
tenant  holding  over  after  the  expiration  of  his  teim  without  permission  of  his 
landlord. 

§ 8.  The  owner  of,  or  any  person  interested  in,  any  real  estate  sold  for  taxes 
as  aforesaid,  may  redeem  the  same  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  the  last  day 
of  such  sale,  by  paying  to  the  said  county  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  purchaser, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  sum  mentioned  in  his  certificate,  and  the  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be  computed  from  the  date 
of  such  certificate. 

§ 9.  If  such  real  estate  sold  for  taxes,  or  any  portion  thereof,  be  not  redeemed 
as  herein  provided,  the  said  treasurer  shall  execute  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  a conveyance  of  the  real  estate  so  sold,  which  shall  vest  in  the  grantee 
an  absolute  estate  in  fee.  The  said  treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive from  the  purchaser  one  dollar  for  preparing  such  conveyance. 

§ 10.  Every  such  conveyance  shall  be  executed  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county 
of  Oneida  under  his  hand  and  seal,  and  the  execution  thereof  shall  be  acknowl- 
edged before  a proper  officer  in  the  same  manner  as  other  conveyances  of  real 
estate  are  executed  and  acknowledged  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  such 
conveyance  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  sale  was  regular,  and,  also, 
presumptive  evidence  that  ail  the  previous  proceedings  were  regular  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§ 11.  Whenever  any  purchaser  under  such  sale  shall  be  unable  to  recover  pos- 
session of  the  real  estate  sold  to  him,  by  reason  of  any  error  or  irregularity  in 
the  assessment  of  any  person  or  property,  or  in  the  levying  of  a tax,  or  in  any 
proceedings  for  the  collection  of  any  tax,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county 
shall  reimburse  the  purchase  money  and  expenses  so  paid  with  interest,  the 
same  to  be  presented  and  audited  as  other  county  charges,  and  by  them  to  be 
charged  to  and  levied  upon  the  cities  or  the  town  where  the  irregularity  arises. 

§ 12.  All  powers  which  are  conferred  upon  the  comptroller  of  this  State  in 
relation  to  the  cancellation  of  a tax  which  shall  have  been  paid  to  a collector; 
the  repayment  of  any  tax  paid  more  than  once;  the  payment  of  a part  of  the  lax 
on  land  by  any  person  claiming  a part  of  such  land;  the  redemption  of  land  sold 
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tor  taxes  by  persons  claiming  an  undivided  share,  or  a specified  part  thereof; 
the  effect  of  such  redemption  reducing  the  land  to  be  conveyed;  the  effect  of  any 
such  sale  of  land  for  taxes  upon  the  lien  of  any  mortgage  thereon;  the  right  of 
a mortgagee  to  redeem;  the  consequence  of  neglect  to  do  so  after  notice,  and  the 
lien  of  the  mortgagee  for  the  amount  paid  on  such  redemption;  the  authority  to 
withhold  conveyances  when  it  shall  be  discovered  that  any  sale  of  land  for  taxes 
was  ineffectual  to  convey  a title,  and  to  refund  the  purchase  money  and  interest 
to  the  purchaser,  are  hereby  conferred,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  county  of  Oneida, 
upon  the  treasurer  thereof. 

§ 13.  In  every  case  where  the  collectors  of  the  towns  and  wards  in  said  county 
shad  have  been  discharged  from  liability  on  account  of  any  uncollected  taxes 
returned  by  them  to  the  said  treasurer,  the  county  treasurer  may  maintain  an 
action  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  so  remaining  unpaid  and  uncollected, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum  to  be  computed  from  the 
first  day  of  March,  when  the  said  tax  was  payable,  in  his  name  of  office,  against 
the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  liable  for  such  tax,  or  the  representative  of  such 
person,  firm,  or  corporation,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  which 
the  proceedings,  costs,  judgments  and  executions  shall  be  the  same,  and  with 
like  effect,  as  in  actions  between  other  public  officers  and  individuals;  and  the 
amount  collected  shall  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  if  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer  by  the  collectors  of  said  towns  and  wards.  Nothing  in  this  section 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  or  abridge  any  powers  now  had  by  officers 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  said  towns  and  wards. 

§ 14.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  or  in  conflict  with  this  act,  so  far 
as  the  same  do  conflict,  and  relating  to  the  county  cf  Oneida,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

§ 15.  When  any  lot  or  piece  of  land  sold  for  taxes  by  the  treasurer  shall,  after 
the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  last  day  of  the  annual  sale  therefor,  be  in 
the  actual  occupation  of  any  person  as  a residence,  the  purchaser,  or  the  person 
claiming  under  uim,  shall  serve  a written  or  printed  notice  on  such  occupant,  or 
by  leaving  such  notice  at  the  dwelling  thereof  with  some  person  of  suitable  age, 
or  by  affixing  such  notice  upon  the  outer  door  of  such  dwelling,  or  if  such  land 
shall  not  be  occupied  as  aforesaid,  such  notice  shall  be  published  in  one  of  the 
newspapers  in  the  city  of  Rome  or  the  city  of  Utica,  once  each  week  for  three 
weeks;  stating  in  substance  the  sale  of  such  lands,  the  person  to  whom  made, 
and  the  amount  for  which  the  same  was  sold,  and  stating  the  time  when  the 
purchaser  thereof  will  be  entitled  to  receive  a deed,  and  stating  also  that  unless 
the  said  amount  and  the  interest  thereon  is  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  within 
one  year  from  the  last  day  of  such  annual  sale,  the  same  will  become  absolute, 
and  the  owner  or  other  persons  interested  in  said  lands  will  be  forever  barred 
from  all  right  or  tide  thereto,  and  no  other  notice,  either  by  the  county  treas- 
urer, or  by  the  holder  of  the  certificate  of  any  sale,  or  by  any  other  person,  shall 
be  necessary  or  required.  In  case  any  of  the  lands  so  sold  shall  be  redeemed 
therefrom  subsequent  to  service  of  notice,  the  expenses  of  advertising  and  ser- 
vice of  the  notice  herein  provided;  and  any  taxes  upon  lands  so  sold  which  may 
be  assessed  upon  and  paid  by  the  purchasers,  or  assignees  of  such  purchasers, 
between  the  time  of  the  sale  and  redemption  thereof,  shall,  with  the  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  provided  by  this  act,  be  added  to  the  amount  otherwise  re- 
quired to  be  paid  for  such  redemption.  This  section  shall  apply  to  the  sales 
made  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 

§ 16  Such  notice  with  the  proof  of  the  service  thereof  shall  be  exhibited  to 
said  treasurer  previous  to  his  issuing  the  deed  of  the  premises  so  described,  and 
the  proof  of  the  service  of  such  notice  shall  be  recorded  with  such  conveyance. 

§ 17.  The  county  treasurer  shall  not  issue  deeds  to  persons  entitled  thereto, 
until  at  least  thirty  days  subsequent  to  the  service  of  notice  herein  provided. 

§ 18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  in  all  respects,  except  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  compensation  of  the  county  treasurer,  and  in  this  respect  it  shall 
take  effect  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  the  present  county  treas- 
urer is  elected. 

Sec.  6 (of  said  Chapter  8.)  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CONTRACT  WITH  ALBANY  COUNTY  PENITENTIARY. 


Tbe  following  is  a copy  of  the  contract  with  the  Albany  County 
Penitentiary,  ordered  published  in  the  Journal. 

This  agreement,  made  between  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  ^ 
Oneida,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of 
Albany,  by  John  McEwen,  Superintendent  of  the  Albany  County  Penitentiary, 
and  duly  appointed  agent  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Al- 
bany, as  authorized  by  Chap.  209,  Laws  of  1875,  Chap.  482,  Laws  of  1875,  and 
other  acts  of  the  Legislature, 

Witiuaseth,  Whereas,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of 
the  moneys  hereinafter  mentioned,  does  agree  to  receive  and  safely  keep,  board 
. and  clothe,  in  the  Albany  County  Penitentiary  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  all  such  per- 
sons as  shall  be  sentenced  to  confinement  therein  by  any  court  or  magistrate  in 
said  County  of  Oneida  for  any  term  not  lees  than  sixty  days  delivered  into  his 
custody  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Oneida,  or  by  any  other  officer  or  con- 
stable of  said  County  of  Oneida, 
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To  wit,  for  all  persons  sentenced  for  a period  of  sixty  days  and  less  than  sir. 
months,  seventy-five  cents  per  week;  and  for  all  persons  sentenced  for  a period 
of  six  months  and  over,  without  charge. 

The  party  of  the  first  part,  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  pro- 
vided, does  hereby  agree  to  cause  to  be  conveyed  to,  and  delivered  at,  the  Peni- 
tentiary in  the  city  of  Albany,  all  perse  ns  who  may  be  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment in  the  said  County  of  Oneida  for  any  teim  not  less  than  sixty  days,  for  any 
crime  or  misdemeanor  not  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison,  and 
to  pay  the  prices  above  stated  per  week  for  the  board  of  prisoners  so  sentenced 
and  delivered  to  the  keeper  of  said  Albany  County  Penitentiary,  annually. 

This  agreement  to  take  effect  Januaiy  1st,  1882,  and  continue  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  and  is  entered  into  pursuant  to  a resolution  of  the  parties  of  the  first 
part,  passed  the  16th  day  of  December,  1881.
